flavor has any food value. They teach 
over and over again that our foodstuffs 
are proteids, fats and carbohydrates 
and 


that as food flavor plays absolutely no 
part. But at the same time they tellus 
that the body wouldbe unable to live 
upon these foodstuffs were it not for 
the flavors. Ifone were compelled to 
eat pure food without flavors, like the 
white of an egg, itis doubtful whether 
one could for a week at a time consume 
a sufficiency of food to supply his bod- 
ilyneeds. 
Flavor is as necessary as nu- 


triment. It<lyes a zest to the food and 
thus enables us to consume Itproperly, 
and, secondly. Itstimulates 
the glands 


to secrete, 
so that the foods may be 


satisfactorily digested and assimilated. 


Chemists tellus that cheese 
is one of 


the most nutritious and at the same 
time one of the cheapest of foods. Its 
nutritive value Is greater than meat, 
while Its cost Is much less. 
But this 


chemical aspect of the matter does not 
express the real value of the cheese as 
a food. Cheese is eaten not because of 
its nutritive value as expressed by the 
amount of protelds, fats and carbohy- 
drates that Itcontains, but always be- 
cause ofits flavor.

nals of this state in wanton fiendish- 
ness. 
Petty larceny 
was all that 


was charged 
against 
the parties 


lynched. 
A boy of thirteen 
was 


done 
to death 
without 
even this 


miserable 
excuse. 
The old man, 


Calvin Hall—a veteran of the civil 
war— 


was strangled on the principle 


that "dead men tell no tales." 
But 


murder is a hard 
secret 
to keep. 


When imprisoned'within 
one human 


breast 'it groans 
for deliverance. 


There is nothing so craven and sus- 
picious as 
the spirit of 
murder. 


With thirteen included iv their mid- 
night masquerade, 
it was 
beyond 


human probability that their infam- 
ous crimes could be concealed. 
It 


may be that Modoc county is so per- 
meated with sympathy 
for the lyn- 


chers, that these 
shedders 
of inno- 


cent blood— 


whose guiltiness is now 


made as clear as noonday —willes- 
cape 
punishment. 
One 
thing is 


clear, the trials willbankrupt not 
only the defendants 
but the county 


as well. Ifthe outcome be the wip- 
ing of the dishonored name of Modoc 
from the map of California it will 
be a matter of rejoicing instead of 
regret.

least attention 
had been given to 


their signals, the accident

appalling loss of life would not have 
occurred. 
These marine 
disasters, 


mixed up with charges 
of careless- 


ness or incompetence, are 
too fre- 


quent 
on the Pacific 
coast. 
They 


ought to lead to greater care in the 
issuance 
of certificates 
of seaman- 


ship. 
Practical 
knowledge 
of his" 


craft is of little worth on the part 
of an officer unless itis also associat- 
ed with traits of character 
which 


guarantee that he willbe at his post

Section 1. Every male citizen over twenty 
one years of age and under fifty-five years of 
age, found inany Road District ot the County 
of Amador, State ofCalifornia, during the time 
forthe collection of Road Poll Taxes for the 
year nineteen hundred and 
two, excepting all 
persons 
who were honorably 
discharged from 
services in the army or navy of the United 
States any time between the first day of April 
inthe year ofourLord 1861, and the first day of 
May inthe year of our Lord 1885, shall pay to 
the Assessor of Amador County or his agent, 
an annual Roll Poll Tax in the snm of Two 
Dollars lawful money ot the United States, and 
every such person not exempt as above set 
forth in any Road District of said Amador 
County 
who has not paid the same in some 
other distrlot must pay the same 
amount of 
Road Poll Tax so levied.

are made by quite 


a different set of manufacturers. 
The 


larger dealers do not sell to these street 
peddlers at all.The peddlers have their 
own little workrooms, which furnish 
them with their stock at a much lower 
rate than the regular dealers 
charge. 


No originals are made In these ateliers, 
and most of the molds are gamed by 
taking them from a cast bought from 
some other firm. The stearlc add bath 
Is left out of the process, 
and conse- 


quently 
the color of these 
cheaper 


works washes off. 


"The demand for nude statues in the 


art schools is growing less every year," 
said one of the largest makers of these 
casts.

and covered with ridges made by the 
[different sections of the mold.- These 
ridges are carefully removed, and then 
the cast Is placed In an oven heated at 
"about 180 degrees. 
After it has been 


baked for a certln length of time itis 
plunged into a solution of stearlc add 
and kept there until thoroughly

rated. 
Then, when it has dried, the 
yellow color is gained by applying to 
the surface a solution ofbeeswax, tur- 
pentine and coloring matter.

The chief purchasers 
of these casts 


from the larger makers are the high 
schools all over the country. 
They de- 
mand, of course, not only classical sub- 
jects and copies of ancient bas-reliefs 
and architectural details, but also busts 
of famous men and women from every 
period of the world's history. 
Such a 


wide range of subjects 
Is covered -by 


this demand that seven and eight thou- 
sand titles are Included in some of the 
catalogues Issued. 
The factories where 


these flgures /are turned out exhibit In 
their showrooms 
an assortment 
and 
confusion of time, place and nature be- 
wildering tolookat 


iThe great majority of these busts and 
statuettes are copied directly from the 
originals wherever .they happen to be, 
and then the molds are made from that 
copy and sent to allparts of the world, 
the statues 
being cast In the place 


where they are to be sold. Inthe lar- 
ger shops In New York city, however, 
a certain amount of original- work Is 
done In order ,to keep pace with the 
popular demand for representations 
of 


the hero of the hour. "'Agreat many of 
our most distinguished 
poets, authors 
and statesmen whose busts are.exposed 
for sale on the street corners never sat 
for these 
portraits.
